Richland Township, founded in 1833, is a township of second class. 
As such, it has five supervisors. These persons are elected by popular vote 
for a term of six years. Municipal elections are held every two years. 


Robert Moore is in his fifth year as a supervisor and is the president 
of the Board of Supervisors. He attended the University of Tampa and has a 
B.S. degree in Police Science and administration from Long Beach State 
College. 


A former member of the township police department, Walter 
Mattern is serving in the third year of his term as supervisor. He earneda 
business administration degree from the University of Pittsburgh and is 
employed by Armour and Company as food service representative. Gilbert 
McCoy, a justice of the peace and operator of aceramic shop, is now in his 
fifth year as a supervisor. 


Melvyn Wingard is in the third year of his second term as supervisor 
and is a township roadmaster. Mr. Wingard is chairman of the Cambria- 
Somerset COG and president of Cambria County Association of Township 
Officials. Ralph Turner is in his first year asa supervisor and is employed at 
Reese Electric Company in Johnstown. 


PRIOR TO 1833 


The early history of the area to become known as Richland is 
synonomous with the history of early colonial Pennsylvania. In the 
earliest part of this era, Richland was a part of Bedford County and that 
was the place to which the settlers looked for many things. Richland lay 
between the two better roads from the East (Harrisburg) to the West 
(Pittsburgh). Both routes started at Harrisburg and ran west together 
about 75 miles. Then at a spot about 46 miles east of Bedford, the routes 
divided. One went southerly to Ray’s Town (Bedford) and thence to Fort 
Ligonier and on to Pittsburgh. The northerly route went through Frank’s 
Town (south of Hollidaysburg) and on to “Kittanin’; from there it went to 
Pittsburgh. The former road was more highly regarded, apparently. Lord 


Loudon so indicated in a report to the Provincial Council in Philadelphia in 
1757. 


Among the early settlers in this area have been identified the 
Adams family, Peter Snyder, Charles Campbell, Michael McGuire, and 
Joseph Johns. Most closely allied to Richland is the Adams family — two 
brothers, Samuel and Solomon — and their sister, Rachel. Strangely 
enough, it was their death that is of interest to us. The Adams lived on 
what was originally the Peter Snyder land which was located in 
Johnstown. They came from Berks County sometime prior to 1771 and 
made some improvements on the Snyder land. 


During the early period, the white man and the Indian were 
constantly fighting in an arena located between Bedford and Pittsburgh. 
When danger from the Indians appeared to be increasing, settlers fled to 
either Fort Ligonier or Fort Bedford. On one such occasion, the Adams 
family fled to Bedford to seek shelter. Different versions of what occurred 
are available and, in fact, the exact dates differ, but it was probably in 
1777. 


On short notice the Adams family left for Bedford along with John 
Bridges, Thomas Cheny and a man named Thornton. In their haste, they 
left behind cattle and property. After the alarm quieted down, they agreed 
to return for their things. As they returned again to Bedford, something 
happened along the trail that caused them to split up. 


(Here the stories differ, but the end result is the same.) 


Indians lay in ambush and attacked the several groups. Tradition 
says that Rachel had been left in charge of the horses and cattle. When the 
men split up, she was attacked. Fleeing from the spot, she crosseda small 
stream (Rachel's Run) and was caught and killed. It was in her memory 
that Rachel's Hill received its name. As well, the elementary schools in the 
township received their names for her. 


Another group of Indians attacked the men. Some fled, some were 
captured, but Samuel Adams took shelter behind a tree and began to fight. 
Solomon fled to Bedford to give the alarm and gain help. When the help 
returned, they discovered that Samuel and an Indian apparently shot one 
another simultaneously and fell together. The savage and Samuel were 
lying together with Sam’s coat over the Indian‘s face. They were buried in 
a common grave near what is known today as Cole’s Crossroads. 


Solomon survived and returned to this area, operating a grist mill 
along Solomon’s Run near what is now Moxham. In 1781 he was elected 
captain of the 6th Company of the Third Battalion of the Bedford County 
Militia. This was a Ranging Company, assigned to scout the forests and 
guard the settlements against surprise attacks from the Indians. The 
company covered most of Brothers Valley, the large township which then 
consisted of “all the lands lying between the crest of the Allegheny 
mountain, the Youghiogheny river and the western foot of the Laurel Hill, 
extending from the Maryland line northward to the Conemaugh river.” 


Another early settler in this area was Joseph Shantz, born in 
Switzerland and living in Berks County about 1769. Shantz bought the 
Campbell tract of land in 1793. This constitutes a goodly portion of whatis 
now downtown Johnstown. Johns, as he became known, along with Peter 
Goughnour, Joseph Francis, Ludwig Wissinger, and a few others, laid out 
a settlement they called Conemaugh-town, but it was generally called 
Johns-town and officialy became that in 1834. 


According to the notes of Peter Goughnour, the area provided 
“good times hunting and fishing.” The land was good and trees and 
flowers abounded. But the cultivation of crops was hard work and required 


much time, first in clearing the land and then in land preparation and 
cultivation.

BA A i 8 ey arc me Si es sestoess erate developed by Jacob M. Hoffman when he started to build houses, many by 
PD oa Tt the self-help plan, in the year of 1937 through the time of his death in 
1967. 


He built approximately eight hundred homes in this time, most of 
them built in Richland and Stonycreek Townships. 


The log house was built on land formerly composed of 150 acres 
but later was reduced in size. The land was bought by Michael Kuhn from 
John Penn, Jr. and John Penn, Governors of Pennsylvania, May 21, 1776 
for the price of Seven Pounds and Ten Shillings Sterling. This tract of land 
was known as Hemfield Addition about a mile and one half from Samuel 
Adam’s Plantation which was known by the name of Stone Coal Bank. 


This log house is owned by Carrie B. Hoffman, a niece of former 
Governor M. G. Brumbaugh, and wife of Jacob M. Hoffman, deceased. It 
was built by Peter Kime about 1837. He bought the land consisting of 
seventy seven acres in 1834 for the price of two hundred eighty dollars. 


The house is located on Kring Street in Belmont, Richland 
Township. This tract of land was formerly in Bedford County. After 
Pennsylvania became a state, Bedford County was divided up into other 
counties. Cambria County was a result of this division. 


This is the original deed to the property given to Michael Kuhn by 
the John Penns; governors of Pennsylvania, in the year of 1776. 
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REGHARD BARN — ELTON ROAD 


In 1808 and again in 1816, the Conemaugh and Stony Creeks 
overflowed suddenly, causing the people of Conemaugh-town to flee to 
the hills. Much damage was done and, perhaps, this gave some impetus to 
moving up out of the valleys. 


In 1794, Henry Wert purchased 400 acres of land in what is now 
Geistown. Other early settlers in this area were Thomas Vickroy and 
Joseph Sehr. In 1827, land on either side of the present Luther Road was 
assigned by deed of partition to Henry Nixon, William Yardley, and John 
Stocker, assignees of the goods of the late Sara Waln of Philadelphia. 
These lands were conveyed to Joseph Strayer in 1833 and totalled some 


115 acres. 


In the early part of the 1800's Johnstown had become known as a 
point of shipment by flatboats on the Conemaugh river. Much of the 
shipping was pig iron and bar iron from blast furnaces in the Juniata 
Valley. Flatboats were being built in Johnstown, also. With the opening of 
the Pennsylvania Canal from Pittsburgh to Johnstown in 1 830, flatboating 
on the Conemaugh was abandoned. 


The population of Johnstown’s general area in 1830 was about 
3,000. There was no indication that the town was destined to become a 
place of commercial or industrial prominence. However, in 1830, the 
Canal opened and in 1833 the Johnstown-to-Hollidaysburg railroad 
opened. With the boats able to move from March to December and 
railroading open all year, changes occurred rapidly. Building of railroad 
cars and canal boats was a year-round business. Merchandising 
increased. Farmers found it quite profitable to sell in the city, more 
sawmills opened, and more cleared land was made into farms. 


1833 TO 1876 


In an act of the Assembly on March 26, 1804, the County of 
Cambria was formed from Huntingdon and Somerset counties. These two 
had earlier been formed from Bedford county in 1787 and 1795, 
respectively. At the same time, the Assembly formed three townships in 
Cambria county: Allegheny, Cambria, and Conemaugh. Beginning in 
1810, other townships were created from these three as growth occurred 
in the area. 


In 1833, the Township of Richland was formed from Conemaugh 
Township and so named “‘for the quality of the land therein.” The first 
supervisors were Frederick Custer and Jacob Faust. A list of later 
supervisors is found on page 24. 


A number of major occurrences in this period of time had impact on 
the nation, the general area, and on Richland alike. One such event started 
simply enough. With the onset of the Pennsylvania Canal, an economic 
impact on the local area was created. As indicated previously, more land 
was cleared and more farms were available. 


In order to operate the canal in dry periods, a reservoir of water was 
required. In 1835, the Commonwealth began the construction of such a 
reservoir about 16 miles north of the town of Johnstown. This became 
known as the Western Reservoir. 


“It was an immense affair, having a base of 32 acres, its 
extreme length being three miles, from one-quarter toa 
mile in width, and at the breast about 72 feet in height.” 


Because of money problems it was not finished until about 1852, 
but it was used to store water for the canal. In 1847 a break occurred and 
there was some damage done to the canal and to the basin in Johnstown. 
Again in 1862 there were two small breaks, but there was no serious 
damage done. Shortly after that, the reservoir was abandoned and 
remained so until it was purchased in 1880 by the Pittsburgh Fishing Club. 
The greater impact of this reservoir is told later. 


Another item of local impact was the underground railroad, a 
system of movement of slaves from the south to places of safety and 
freedom. One of the favorite routes of escape from Maryland and Virginia 
was through Bedford, over the mountains to Geistown and Johnstown. 
From there, escapees went to Cherry Tree or Ebensburg and on to Canada 
or elsewhere. William Slick, Sr., had a farm near Geistown and was an 
active ‘conductor’ on this railroad. He was involved in a number of 
situations concerning runaways, the most notable of these being the case 
of Abraham and Patrick. These two were shot and wounded by slave 
chasers. Taken to Slick’s farm — or station — because it was near, they 
were left for aid and rest. Somehow, when the chasers went for them, they 
had disappeared. Ina series of hearings, however, no one was found guilty 
of anything. 


Still another event took place in the 1840's which had an even 
greater impact on the area. With the advent of the canal system making it 
easy to get pig iron into and out of Johnstown, several men decided that it 
would be feasible to manufacture here in Johnstown. Coal was abundant, 
labor was beginning to be available, and transportation was relatively 
cheap and quick up the canals. 


As a result, several furnaces were started, one being begun by 
George S. King and David Stewart. By 1847, King had as partners John 
Bell and P. Shoenberger, and the firm had a number of furnaces. The 
organization became know as the Cambria Iron Company in 1852. 


About 1841, Conrad Geis arrived in this area from Aschaffensburg, 
Germany. He built a log cabin on the site of the present Lopresti Market. 
His family eventually consisted of 3 sons and 5 daughters. His son, 
Joseph, founded the Geis Store in Johnstown. Joseph had two daughters 
who married Conrad and Bernard Nees, brothers who had also come to the 
area from Germany. 


Conrad, among other things, was a basket maker. The weeping 
willows near the medical center on Belmont Street were brought from 
Germany to provide materials for his baskets. 


Bernard built the Geistown Hotel in 1870. A stopping place for the 
stage coach, it is still in use as an apartment house. Later he built the Red 
Geranium, another hotel, on Lamberd Avenue andit, too, is stillin use asa 
multiple dwelling place. 
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WEAVER MENNONITE CHURCH 


In 1855, a 30 by 36 feet log cabin was erected at Church Grove and 
was named the Weaver Mennonite Church. Land for the church was 
donated by Jake Holscpple. Samuel Blough had been ordained a minister 
and residents of the area joined to build the church. This early church was 
replaced twice, the second time in 1878 by the building which still stands. 

The Civil War had an impact on this area in many ways. Numbers of 
men served in the Army and Navy. For example, George Stineman was 
born in Richland in 1837. He raised a company of volunteers for the 54th 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Regiment. Elected captain of Company C, he 
served with distinction. He returned to South Fork after the war and began 
a successful lumber business. Jacob Stineman, who later served as 
sheriff of Cambria County, also was in the Army during the Civil War. Born

in Richland, he began to teach when he was 16 and did so for about four 
years. At that time, he entered the Army and remained for about 2 years. 


In 1869, Supervisors Tobias Stutzman and Daniel Harshberger 
levied a special tax for the purpose of paying off the old road debt which the 
township owed to former supervisors. 


In 1870, St. Joseph’s Parish cemetery was begun with the 
purchase of land from Bernard Nees. In that same year, other Richland 
territory went to form Adams Township, when that township was formed 
on January 5th.

1876 TO 1926 


The era following the Civil War was one of peace, innovation, and 
improvement. Still a very rural area, Richland grew very slowly. As the 
19th Century came to a close, certain changes were beginning to occur 
which made marked improvements in our township. 


The Salix-Dunlo telephone line was in existence by 1896. In early 
1900, H. K. Sarver purchased this and it became the Windber Telephone 
Company. This organization was purchased in 1928 by the Western 
Telephone Company as was the Economy Line owned by Sarver. Western 
later became known as the Pennsylvania Telephone Company and even 
later as the General Telephone Company. 


} In 1898, Supervisors Gillman, Lape, and Weaver met to grant and 
sign papers authorizing a street railway company to build and maintain a 
track through the township. This became the Windber Car Line. 


In 1889, Mine 37 opened, producing 1200 tons of coal. The next 
year saw 82,700 tons produced. Berwin Company erected houses and a 
company store for the miners in this year. 


The first store opened in Geistown, as well as the first gasoline 
station. The building now houses the Geistown TV and the Highland 
Beauty Salon. The store was owned by Harry Smith and the township 
supervisors held meetings there on occasion. The gasoline station was 
operated by Gabe Gindlesperger and serviced autos owned by Levi 
Weaver, D. S. Yoder, Levi Wingard, Andy Baumgardner, and Bob Luther. 


FIRST GAS STATION 


On April 14, 1889, there was a 14-inch snowfall in western 
Pennsylvania. It rained on eight other days that month. In May there were 
11 days with from one to six inches of rain each day. On May 30, the skies 
opened and dropped from 6 to 8 inches of rain over a 12,000 square mile 
area of western Pennsylvania. 


GEISTOWN TV 


Johnstown was a borough of about 12,000 persons at that time, 
with surrounding boroughs and villages bringing the population to about 
18,000. The story of what happened when the dam broke has been told 
and retold in many places and is not to be told again here. But there was a 
tremendous impact on the total area which comprised the Johnstown 
area. More than 2200 were killed, untold damages were wrought, and the 
disaster ranks as one of the all-time worst in the history of America. 


Other times and other changes also had impact on our community. 
One with lasting effect was the education of the young. The Meyers 
School was the first school in the township and was located on Solomon 
Road. It is still in use today as a private home. Church Grove School was 
built in 1898 and Robert Luther was the first teacher there. Other 
buildings were put up from 1900 to 1914 to replace older wooden 
buildings. These included Good Hope, Rachel Hill, Highland, 
Meadowbrook, Hoffman, and Walsall. Other buildings constructed in this 
era were Blough School and the Geistown School. Most of these are still 
standing. All of them were elementary schools.

By 1911, St. Joseph's Parish had erected a chapel at their cemetery 
in Geistown. On May 11, of that year, this became the St. Benedict's 
Mission, still a part of St. Joseph's. A parochial school was begun ina one- 
room building which later became the janitor’s home when the new 
school was built. A new red brick parochial school was built in Geistown 
and opened on December 1, 1921. 


The first high school classes were held in the election house in 
Geistown in 1917 and 1918. This was a one-room structure where Algie 
Baumgardner was the teacher. In 1918, the high school moved to a three- 
room building on Lamberd Avenue and in 1920 the first graduation was 
held with three graduates: Ira Hershberger, Kenneth Kline, and Franklin 
Miller. The second class graduated in 1921 with five graduates: Ruth 
Hardy, Stanford Hershberger, Bruce Leventry, Rhea Hershberger, and 
Austin Hardy. In 1923, the newred brick building was opened in Geistown 
and housed all grades 1-12. It still stands and is in use for kindergarten 
and administrative offices. 


FIRST GRADUATES FRANKLIN MILLER,

On May 19, 1917, a special meeting of the supervisors was held to 
receive a report from the county commissioners. They offered the 
township $12,500 toward the building of a road from Geistown to the 
Adams Township line providing the road was built of brick on a concrete 
base. In June, the bids were opened and the road became known as the 


Elton Brick Road. 


It is interesting to note here that, on July 1, 1921, the supervisors 
voted to pay the constable $2.00 for each and every arrest for speeding on 
the Elton Brick Road. On July 21,1921, Constable D. J. Baumgardner was 
paid $24.00. Progress was moving quickly into the township. 


CAMPGROUND ROAD 


During the early part of the 20th Century, Richland was widely 
known for the religious campgrounds called Arbutus Park. In 1904, the 
United Evangelical Church purchased land from the Blough family and 
work was done to prepare the area for a campmeeting site. Cottages were 
built, an auditorium and a tent erected, driveways and hitching racks 
installed. The price of a meal was put at 35 cents for an adult and 15 cents 
for children under 10, accompanied by an adult. And a meal ticket for 10 
meals came to $2.25. It was little wonder that the campmeetings were a 
popular attraction not only for the religious services but for the reasons of 
economy as well. 


The next year saw more growth and changes in the facilities. By 
1908, as many as ten thousand were crowding into the grounds for 
services in that first week of August. By 1915, electricity was brought to 
the grounds and the area flourished.

ARBUTUS PART RETIREMENT COMMUNITY — This 26 acre complex 
features apartments, cottages, and a 76 bed Arbutus Manor nursing 
complex.

The last fifty years have seen many changes in Richland. Population 
has grown from about 2000 to the present size of about 1 2,000. Gradual 
changes from a farming community to a residential-industrial one has 
taken place. In the 1924 census, we counted 1022 persons over 19 years 


_ age, 913 under 19 years of age, 276 cows and 424 horses over 3 years 
of age. 


In 1927, our schools were run by 24 teachers on a budget of 
$69,069.52. The school tax was 12 mills that year and this brought in 
$43,385.08. Monthly salaries ran from $90 for the beginning teachers to 
$208.33 for the principal. There were 28 graduates from eighth grade that 
year. To enter high school, one had to be recommended for, and pass, an 
examination with ‘a general average of 75 per cent, with no branch below 
60 per cent.” During the first day of the exams, one covered: geography, 
history or community civics, physiology and health, reading and writing. 
On the second day, mental arithmetic, written arithmetic, spelling, and 
English were tested. It was suggested that the students read the books: 
The Land of Evangeline, Captains Courageous, Joan of Arc, and The 
Great Stone Face. It was also recommended that “intensive study” be 
made of the poems: “To a Waterfowl’, “The Rhodora”’, “At Morning”, 
“Opportunity”, ‘““Yussouf’’, “The Blue and the Grey”, “L’Envoi” and “The 
Gettysburg Address”. Of those who took the test from Richland, 64 
percent passed. 


The schools have grown as has the township. In 1950, a new 
building was begun along Route 56. It was finished in 1952 and moved 
into as a high school - elementary building.

Other buildings have been added. In 1960, a new Rachel Hill 
elementary building was opened. 1962 saw the opening of a new junior 
high school to provide excellent opportunities for the ‘between ager”’ of 
the community. In 1963, Church Grove School was closed and 1965 saw 
the completion of the University Park elementary building. That same year 
saw the start of construction in the township of the University of 
Pittsburgh at Johnstown campus. In 1970, two additional schools were 
opened in Richland: the new senior high school and the vocational- 
technical school. These two buildings provided a final touch to an 
outstanding complex of educational facilities within the township. It is 
possible to attend from kindergarten through 1 2th grade, college or post- 
secondary training, with the very close proximity afforded by the location 
of these buildings. The far-sightedness of members of boards of education 
and the several administrators involved is commendable.

1930 saw the incorporation of Geistown as an independent 
borough, separating from Richland. The public schools, however, 
remained a part of the Richland Township system. That same year saw 
Saint Benedict's become an independent parish in Geistown. 


Groundbreaking for an airport occurred in 1940 within the 
township. This was dedicated in 1948 as the Cambria County Airport.

In the early 1950's, Arbutus Park underwent some changes with a 
unification of the Evangelical Church and the United Brethren Church. 
The Western Pennsylvania Conference purchased the original cottages 
from the owners and removed them. According to a history of the park 
services fell off and interest in attendance was just not there. The very 
appearance of the area deteriorated and attendance fell to a point where it 
was no longer feasible to continue. In 1966, consideration was given to 
forming a home for the aging under the sponsorship of the EUB and 
Methodist churches. 


In 1967, the idea was approved by both conferences, and in 1968 
the two churches united with the property becoming owned by the United 
Methodist Church - Western Pennsylvania Conference. Additional land 
was purchased and Arbutus Manor is an attractive asset to the 
community. 


The John S. Blaugh (Blough) farm was sold to the Evangelical 
Church after Mr. Blaugh’s death and was known as the Arbutus Park 
Campmeeting ground. It was a beautiful spot only a short distance from 
the old homestead. It was at this park that the first Blaugh reunion was 
held when more than 1500 were present.

1944 saw a realization of an answer to a need with the formation of 
the Richland Volunteer Police and Fire Company. The Belmont Volunteer 
Company followed in 1948 and the Solomon Run Company was formed in 
1 949. According to the records, Harry Walter Davis was the first part-time 
policeman on the township rolls and Herbert McDonald was the second 
policeman.
